Is by Strikebreaking and 
Reducing Wages,” Says 
Head of Local Council 


Stating that he had ‘‘definite 
proof” that the CIO's invasion 
of the building trades industry 
was a scheme to ‘‘cut wages’ 


of the building trades me- 
chanics, was made today by J. C. 
Reynolds, business manager of the 
Alameda County Building Trades 
Council. 

Reynolds said, “I have contacted 
representatives of A. F. of L. coun- 
cils throughout the country where 
the CIO has set up dual councils 
and in every case I’ve been in- 
formed that the CIO has reduced 
the wages from 25 to 50 cents an 
hour, 

“Getting close to home we find 
the same conditions. In Sacramen- 
to and San Diego, where the CIO 
has invaded the building industry, 
the wage scales have been reduced 
for all crafts under the CIO set up. 
They claim higher wages under 
their industrial form but in the 
same breath they reduce the work- 
ers’ wages in order to ‘pirate’ on 
the building mechanics. 


“It is a first class union wreck- 
ing scheme and one that must be 
watched by employe and employer} 
alike. They cannot claim first- 
class mechanics for they have none} 
and should these unskilled men be 
given a chance to construct our) 
buildings it wouldn’t be long be- 
fore the entire industry would be 
ruined. 

“I’m informed that in some 
places the CIO is more than 
willing to furnish strikebreak- 
ers on building work. The 
whole scheme has been con- 
cocted on a national basis to 
kill off legitimate unions. Per- 
sonally I don’t think the pub- 
lic will fall for it.” 

Reynolds further stated that the 
meeting held in Sacramento last 
Sunday, by international officers 
and trades representatives, went 
on record to fight the CIO’s inva- 
sion of the trades industry.

As one method to 
this commendable objective the 
council recommended that un- 
necessary governmen t re- 
straints on business expansion 
cease in order to create employment 
by larger industrial activity. 

The executive council also urged 
the gradual establishment of the 
six-hour day and five-day week 
without reduction in weekly wages 
but insisted that until unemploy- 
ment is reduced the federal govern- 
ment must stand the cost of relief 
for those not employed in private 
industry. 

In addition, the executive coun- 
cil recommended that congress es- 
tablish a national advisory council 
on unemployment composed of 
representatives of various groups 
to develop an integrated attack on 
the unemployment problem.

“Certain subversive factions have 
been boring within our labor coun- 
cil with one purpose in mind—com- 
plete control and domination of the 
council. 

“Unfortunately our presiding of- 
ficer has been exceedingly sympa- 
thetic toward this subversive group 
much to the embarrassment of the 
loyal A. F. of L. element. This by 
his arbitrary actions and consistent 
rulings in their favor.” 

The protest cites a series of cir- 
cumstances which are declared to 
be contrary to the constitution of 
the labor council. These are:

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A.F.of L. Suspends ITU 


Ordered Out of All Central Bodies 


The action of the executive council of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor at its Miami meeting in ordering the A. F. of L. 
state federations of labor and city central bodies to dissociate 
themselves from locals of the international typographical union 
followed inevitably from the decision of the 1939 A. F. of L. 
convention suspending the I. T. U. from membership in the fed- 
eration for refusal for the last three years to pay an assessment 
legally levied by the federation. 

The convention’s decision was made mandatory by the provi- 
sion of the A. F. of L. constitution which stipulates that any 
affiliated organization not paying its per capita tax and assess- 
ment or assessments when due and payable shall be notified by 
the secretary-treasurer of their delinquency, with the added 
proviso that if at the end of three months the affiliated organiza- 
tion is still in arrears it shall become suspended from member- 
ship in the American Federation of Labor. 

In a plainly worded explanation of the action of the executive 
council with regard to the suspension of I. T. U. locals from 
membership in state federations of labor and city central bodies, 
Mr, Green said: 

“The American Federation of Labor has endeavored to deal 
with this situation in a generous, patient and broad-minded way. 

“A year ago last October, in response to an appeal made by 
myself and other officers of the A. F. of L., the delegates from 
the I. T. U. were seated at the A. F. of L. convention upon an 
implied promise to pay the assessment due. At that time they 
were delinquent only for one year. 

“The I. T. U. was the only international union that had failed 
to pay the assessment and is the only one now that has failed to| 
pay the assessment. = 

“President Baker assured our 1938 convention that if his in- 
ternational union failed to pay the assessment due by the time} 
the 1939 convention met he would not ask for representation in 
the convention. | 

“In the meantime a convention of the J. T. U. was held and 
that convention instructed Mr. Baker and his associates to ap- 
pear before our Cincinnati convention last October and ask to 
be seated. They appeared, presented their credentials and 
asked to be seated. 

“The credentials committee reported adversely and the con- 
vention unanimously sustained the report and denied them rep- 
resentation. 

“Ever since the adjournment of the convention last October, 
we have tried through conferences and appeals, to prevail upon 
the I. T. U. to place itself in good standing with the A. F. of L. 
and remain affiliated with it.

More Families on Farms 


An open winter through most of 
December, coupled with a quicken- 
ing pace of construction, has made 
electric service available in the 
last 8 weeks to approximately 65,- 
000 farm families, it was announced | 
by Harry Slattery, rural electrifica-| 
tion administrator. 

With little or no snow and sub- 
zero weather in most regions up to 
Christmas, construction crews have 
been enabled to build almost 20,000! 
miles of line in the eight-week pe- 
riod whereas the schedule drawn 
up @ year and a half ago called for 
little more than 13,000 miles. 

In November a total of 13,327 
miles was completed, in contrast to 
a scheduled 7,757 miles. The De- 
cember schedule called for 5,445 
miles. Up to December 15, 5,469 
miles had been completed. This 
figure will be greatly exceeded, in 
spite of the holiday season, when 
final reports are received. 

Mr. Slattery pointed out that 
REA has passed its eighth week of 
building more than 500 miles of 
new rural lines a day.

On the Employers’ Council 

This honorable body was recently 
hired by the paint manufacturers 


to negotiate on their behalf. They 
refused every request of the union. 
Finally the union in exasperation 
voted to strike. The employers’ 
council protested. They called on 
us for patience, for consideration 
of the public, of this beneficient 
community. They told us that be- 
fore we struck it was our duty to 
the citizenry of Oakland to refer 
the entire matter to the “unbiased” 
Oakland Plan for their arbitration. 
(I am told the Oakland Plan is 
composed entirely of the employ- 
ers’ group.) The union heeded the 
pathetic request of the employers’ 
council. There was no strike. There 
never has been any arbitration or 
even recommendations from the 
Oakland Plan. In other words, this 
outright fraud, perpetrated by the 
employers’ council, is merely a 
method to stall and “bulldoze.” If 
a union is on their way to a strike 
this subterfuge will stop or slow it 
up. If the union refuses this offer 
by the Plan, notices are immedi- 
ately posted in the metropolitan 
papers telling the world that busi- 
ness agent so-and-so and union so- 
and-so are unfair to the people of 
Oakland. That is, if you go out on 
strike. If you don’t go out on

SIX-YEAR PICKETING 
CROWNED BY VICTORY 


After six years of continuous 
picketing, Chicago’s longest strike 
was settled last Friday with an 
agreement between the manage- 
ment of the Edgewater Beach hotel 
and representatives of the electri- 
cal workers and hotel and restau- 
rant employes’ unions. 


It is estimated that pickets 
walked 50,000 miles. The strike 
started April 20, 1934, when Wil- 
liam Dewey, manager of the hotel, 
refused to deal with the unions.

HOSPITALS FOR POOR 
COMMUNITIES URGED 


President Roosevelt this week 
sent a message to congress recom- 
mending that the government build 
50 hospitals in impoverished rural 
communities, at a cost of between 
$7,500,000 and $10,000,000. Legisla- 
tion carrying out the recommenda- 
tion was introduced by New York’s 
senators, Robert F. Wagner and 
James M. Mead.

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tion no one may picket, boycott or 
strike. After the arbitration is con- 
cluded the award is final and can 
be enforced by the courts. No one 
would then be allowed to violate 
the award by boycott, picket or 
strike. 

Cloaked in the language of bene- 
factors of the people of the state 
of California, the proposers are 
again attempting to outlaw labor 
unions. These people who are mak- 
ing this attempt are the same 
group of business men who would 
if they could, revert back to the 
practice of paying us the miser- 
able low wages of several years ago 
when members of our unions were 
making sixty and seventy dollars 
a month and working from ten to 
twelve and fourteen hours a day. 


This proposed initiative measure 
has been titled by the attorney gen- 
eral and is on the street for the 
purpose of securing the required 
number of signatures to place it on 
the ballot this year. If this pro- 
posed measure receives enough sig- 
natures on the petitions now being 
circulated it will go on the ballot 
and when that happens organized 
labor will again have to spend 
thousands upon thousands of hard 
earned dollars to defeat a proposi- 
tion which if passed will so restrict 
us that we will be unable to func- 
tion and not being able to function 
our conditions will immediately be- 
gin to decline and we will be un- 
able to do anything about it. 


If these petitions do not receive 
the required number of signatures, 
(approximately 300,000) the meas- 
ure will not go on the ballot and it 
is our job to see that “The Califor- 
nia Labor Relations Act” does not 
receive our signature. 


Organized labor has fought too 
long, and too hard, to ever retreat 
one step backward in the progress 
toward its fair share of the profits 
under our system of government. 
Labor will not permit it’s enemies 
to foster upon the state of Califor- 
nia any legislation which will re- 
tard the progress of it, and by re- 
tarding labor’s progress, send Cali- 


fornia backwards into the dark age 
of labor peonage. 

Labor should see to it that this 
so-called “California Labor Rela- 
tions Act” is not placed on the bal- 
lot this November by getting it’s 
members and friends to refuse to 
sign these petitions. Labor can 
stop it if they all work toward that 
end. Labor has never lost a fight 
once they have started fighting, so 
let’s not back down this time. We 
must fight to keep the “California 
Labor Relations Act” off of the 
ballot.

Promising Home Building

Cause and effect were seen in 
two official reports this week.
